[Text] Foreign investors are showing increasing interest in iavestment in 
Bangladesh according to Industry Ministry sources. 


During the firet six monthe of the ‘irst year of the second plan period July- 
‘ecember 1980 the Ministry sanctioned 1} proposals calling for investment of 
Taka 16.88 crore with foreign equity of Taka 8.06 crore which compared well 
with investment made during the 25 yeare of pre-independence days. Only Taka 
25.86 crores were invested by 18 foreign firme operating in Bangladesh during 
that period source said. 


During the first Five-Year Plan and the two-year plan periods, 38 units with 
foreign equity participation were sanctioned. The total investment in these 
unite wae Tk 102.38 crore including foreign investment of Tk 88.61 crore. 
Most of these unity were now in operation. [as published] 


Foreign investment is encouraged in those sectors requiring high capital in- 
vestment in sophisticated technology that could be fed with locally available 
fav materials and the production is entirely export oriented. 


There is no ceiling on foreign equity but the proposals with foreign equity 
above 49 per cent are considered on the basis of merit of the individual cases. 
Poreign technical collaboration without equity participation is also allowed. 


The officia! firmly said that the Government has no intention to nationalise 
the foreign private industrial undertakings. For promotion of foreign invest- 
ments and protection of the interest of the foreign investors an act has al- 
ready been paseed by the Parliament. Foreign private investment shall be 
accorded the same treatment as in the case of private investment in respect 
of sanction or licence granted by the Government he said. 


Export Processing Zone 


With a view to attracting foreign investment for setting the export-oriented 
industries facilitating the transfer of technology creation of employment oppor- 
tunities for Bangladeshi nationale and increasing foreign exchange earnings

[Text] Four senior Government leaders on Tuesday night asserted that the 
nation would face boldly the odds to country's ‘evelopment posed by the cur- 
rent global economic malaise, reports BSS. 


Deputy Prime Minister Jamaluddin Ahmed Presidential Adviser Dr M.N. Huda Finance 
Minister Mr Safur Rahman and Planning Minister Dr fasihuddin Mahtah maintained 
in a television interview that the basic approach of the country's development 
strategy have to be pershed with determination through increased mobilisation 

of internal resources reduction of wastage improvement of production and pro- 
ductivity and cost and management efficiency. [as published] 


Appearing in a M-minute panel discussion on “economy of Bangladesh in the con- 
text of gleval economic crisis” on Tuesday evening, they asserted that country's 
own resources for development financing should be increased by raising produc- 
tion of agr-.culture and industry which would help reduce external dependence. 


The discussions covered global recession, inflation, soaring energy prices, 
flow and level of external assistance reduction of export earnings in real 

and structural problems and inadequacies of our economy and imperatives to of f- 
set the strain on the implementation of our economic development of programme. 


Foreign Aid 


During diecussion, it was revealed that the external aid flow to Bangladesh would 
increase by only five per cent this year as against 19 per cent last year com- 
pared to the levels of respective preceding years. On the other hand, cost of 
imports rose by ™“ per cent last vear and 17 per cent this year from the levels 
of respective preceding vears. 


The price of Bangladesh's exports would drop by 15 per cent in real terms in 
the current fiscal year from the level of last vear due to global recession 
and inflation. 











With the reduetion of flew of external assistance it was observed that the 
current account deficit would account over 1.7 billion dollars this year, 
Moreover, the rising energy bill would swallow, tweethird of the export ear- 
ings leaving a ‘chronic’ balance of payments gap. 


Despite these odds the Covernment leaders claimed Bangladesh had been success~ 
ful over the last few years in improving secioeconomic infrastructure, promot= 
ing agricultural and industrial development increaseing of capacity utilisation 
and productivity and itavestment in both public and private sectors. 


lh replvy to questions, the Government leaders defended the imperatives of foreign 
aid for the country's development programmes. “Ours is a low resource-based 
economy with low per capita income and savings. There is inadequacy of invest~ 
able surpluses in view of the fact that the increased resources are being 
gobbled by the increasing population,” they observed. in the depressing inter- 
hational economic situation they said even the centrally planned countries who 
once opposed foreign aid as a philosophy of the state were today taking exter- 
nal assistance from roultilateral sources and goney garkets to carry out their 
development activities. [as published)

[Text! The followine is the remaining part of the panel discussion by four 
government leaders over Bangladesh Television on Tuesday evening. 


Deputy Prime Minister Mr Jamaluddin Ahmed eaid that efforts had been made to 
utilise resources of both public and private sectors by efficient ‘combination’ 
of various factors to oromote development during the last four years. Moreover 
he said that the efforte undertaken in non-monetary sectors such as canal 
digging anti-illiteracy, and population control drives had also greatly con- 
tributed to the agricultural and industrial development. 


Mr Ahmed said that improvement of management in the public enterprises contrib- 
uted to the economy by increased production, reduction of cost of production, 
increased contribution to the exchequer in the form of customs duty excise duty 
sales tax and income tax. He said many public enterprises which were running 
at losses were now profitable and it was made possible due to 4 harmonious 
relationship between labour and ganagement. “It is a happy sign for the 
nation as a whole,” he observed. 


On the price hike of products of local industry, the Deputy Priae Minister in 
charge of Ministry of Industries, said that cost of imported raw materials rose 
by eight to 12 times and that of local raw materials rose by two to three times. 
The price hike was mainly due to escalation of cost of imported materials he 
added. He cited instances of newsprint. 

















The Deputy Prime Minister said that emphasis was given on utilisation of 
private sector fesources on priority basis for investment of home and foreign 
private capitals to ex-foreign private capitals to exploit the country's gas,

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DACCA REPRESENTATIVE SPEAKS ON ISLAMIC COMMON MARKET 
Dacea THE BANGLADESH TIMES in English 4 Apr 61 p 4

at the Islamic Eeonomic Chamber Conference held in Kuwait] 


|[Text] The Istanbul Conference of the Islamic Eeonomic Chamber in October, 1977 
wae the firet time in the hietory of Islam that the business leaders of the 
Islamic world met in Conference, deliberated and discussed the economic problems 
facing the Muslim countries and proposed waye and means to develop cooperation 
in trade, induetry and commerce. Today we see the fruite of those historic 
deliberations in the Mecca Declaration of the Jrd Islamic Summit, where the con- 
cept of an Islamic Common Market has been accepted in principle. 


Alter meny centuries of stagnation the Islamic business community has reawakened 
to the fact that if the Islamic World is to play ite rightful role and be heard 
in the economic and political forums of the world, they bear a heavy responsi- 
bility in achieving the reality of Islamic solidarity through their cooperative 
efforts. 


Our economic depeodence on the developed world is rooted in the main institu- 
tions of the Inter ational system created largely by the industrialised coun- 
tries to deal essentially with their own problems and these have become immov- 
able parte of the international status-quo and guardians of powerful veeted 
interest. 


Developing countries have been forced to question the very premise of an inter- 
pational system which leads to everwidening disparities between the developed 
and the developing nations and to 4 persistent denial of equality of opportun- 
itv. This eyatematically discriminates against our interests and is character- 
ised by institutional distortions which according to some estimates cost the 
developing nations in the order of 100 billion dollars 4 year. 


With respect to trade, moet of our countries are still tied to the Western 
World. However, our share of world trade is decreasing due to deteriorating 
terms of trade. . 


Our manufactured goods face fierce tariffs and quotas in industrialised coun- 
tries. Although the final consumers in the industrialised countries pay over 
300 billion dollars for the products and commodities from Islamic and other 
developing countries we receive only 30 billion in return. 
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Moreover our export earnings, dependent upon the requirements of the developed 
countries, fluctuate violently according to market conditions and given the 
inflationary @onetary policies of the developed countries, our purchasing 
power in terme of manufactured goods produced by the iadustrialised countries 
is constantly decreasing, the price of industrial products inereased by 33 per 
cent in 1974/75 and we are paying 100 per cent and more for our imports today, 
A large part of the losses in petro-dollars in 1974 incurred by the industrial- 
ised nations has been recuperated by the inflated prices of their manufactured 


The failure of the North-South and UNCTAD Conferences have once again brought 
into sharp foeus the reality of the economic power of the Developed World and 
ite reluctance to share any part of ite privileged position with the developing 
countries, There has been no progress on the Common Fund to stabilise prices 
of Commodities or Indexation. Once more crucial decisions have been shelved, 
Our pleas of more trade and less aid fall on unsympathetic eare as strong pres- 
sure groups presse for continuation of trade restrictions and there is a growing 
trend towards protectionism in the Developed Countries. 


A historical perspective will point out that due to the colonial history of most 
of our countries, our trade patterns today are still governed to a large extent 
by these traditional links which give the developed countries access to cheap 
sources o! our raw materiale. 


The time hae come when we gust make a concerted effort to shift the gear to the 
development of trade within the Islamic World. The Islamic States combinedly 
command an important position in international trade. The total import value 

of the Islamic countries in 1973 amounted to 53.2 billion dollars which equals 
to 9 per cent of the world’s total import volume. The total export was 103.9 
billion dollars which equals to 18 per cent of the world’s total export figures. 
However, the trade within and amongst the Islamic countries is on a rather low 
level. The total imports amounts to only 5.4 billion i.e. 10 per cent in imports 
and © per cent in exports, amounting to only 3.2 billions. 


The economic development and industrialisation govements which have taken place 
within the Ielamic Countries have increased greatly the possibility of exchange 
of goode and services amongst the Islamic countries. 


The importance of an Islamic Economic Grouping is thus apparent--those who are 
doubtful about the viability of such cooperation should reflect on the experience 
within the Developed World. Their experience show that we are not unique in 
encountering probleme as we set out to harmonise our national policies with the 
requirements of cooperative arrangements. 


A Pree Trading Area in the form of an Islamic Common Market stretching from 
Morocco in the West to Indonesia in the East comprising of nearly 1000 million 
people will be a major economic bloc--no less than the EEC or the COMECON and 
euch an entity will give us the necessary framework for the development of our 
trade, commerce and agriculture. 
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The creation of an lelamic Feonomic Crouping is a crucial imperative and the 
importance and potential of such an entity should be apparent te all, We, as 
individual countries control vital sectors the world's scarce resources--the

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DRIVE TO INSURE TAX COLLECTION ‘WELL FOUNDED’ 
Dacca THE #ANCLADESH OBSERVER in English 3 Apr 81 p 5 
[Editorial: “Internal Resource Mobilization") 


[Text] The overal! goal of development in Bangladesh is to ensure supply of 
goods and services at reasonable prices and to augment generation of employ- 
ment opportunities. The same goal can be achieved if the projects in various 
sectors of the economy are implemented quickly. And quick implementation of 
projects depends heavily on mobilization of resources. While the external 
sources supplement development financing, internal resources form the basis of 
planning in any country. To that end the policy makers and planners in this 
country have worked while formulating the Perspective and the Second Five-Year 
Plan. 


Both policy makers and planning authorities have laid emphasis on internal re- 
source mobilization. It is needed to finance the basic services and facilities 
as well as to provide counterpart fund support to the inflow of external re- 
sources. From the point of view of gross revenue collection, however, this 
country has had a poor performance. The authorities in Finance Ministry have 
indicated that Bangladesh collects taxes only around eight per cent of the Gross 
National Product, while even neighbouring countries have done it to the extent 
of thirteen to fifteen per cent. To that extent the counterpart fund remains 
inadequate and develcpmental planning suffers definite setback. There is 
inherent need for improving the situation vis-a-vis internal resource mobiliza- 
tion. 


That being so, the current drive by the National Board of Revenue to ensure 
collection of taxes, rates and duties is well-founded. The authorities have 
apparently done a beginning in their drive for arresting evasion in different 
areas. This is within the purview of the law of the land and attempts should 
be made to enforce the legal provisions vis-a-vis internal resource mobiliza- 
tion. The drive for collecting urban-property taxes, the rates for water 
supply, electricity and gas connections has its own rationale and the same is 
directed towards individual citizens. At the level of producers and traders, 
like those in the shoe-industry, the authorities have taken steps to ensure 
collection of revenue through enforcement of legal provisions thereof. 
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Apparently the drive of the authorities has been misconstrued by the relevant 
quarters, Some have even branded the fixing of excise duty stampa on shoes 
costing over Taka seventy-five as a new tax, They are, as the official hand- 
out noted, misled, This ia the method for collection of excise duty on shoes 
and the same is prescribed under the provisions of the Finance Act, 1977, 

The authorities have, of late, taken steps to ensure prefixing of excise duty 
stampa on shoes so that the consumers know about it and the traders pay for it. 
Such 4 measure is tenable within the legal provisions and is expected to in- 
crease revenue collection and prevent evasion of excise duty through fraudu- 
lent means. Those in the field should appreciate thie and help the authorities 
to mobilize internal resources, 


Admittedly, the tax papers have a fiat to know that they are paying for definite 
reasons. The same is covered by the Finance Bill in a country. To that extent 
the current measures have legal backing or for that matter consent of the people. 
Any section of the people cannot be allowed to prevent authorities from collecting 
revenue which is legally approved, For that matter, the urgency for resource 
mobilization should be appreciated by all including the traders. It is impera- 
tive on the part of every citizen to support the move of the government to augment 
revenue earnings so that development financing is facilitated and ultimate 

benefit to people is accrued.

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NEED FOR STABILIZATION OF INFLATION RATE STRESSED 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH TIMES in Fnglish 2 Apr 61 p 5 
[Editeorial: “Fighting Inflation") 


[Tex] The Bangladesh Bank has come out with a pleasant finding that the per- 
vasive inflationary pressure on the country's economy slackened a good deal in 
February this year. The rate of inflation came down to ten per cent at the end 
of that month compared to the position one year ago, the Bank maintained. In 
the days of a world-wide inflation mainly due to price hiking of energy re- 
sources and capital goods and in which the developing countries are the worst 
sufferers even a small slump inflationary trend should be considered as an 
achievement. According to the Bangladesh Bank the decline in the rate of in- 
flation could be attributed largely to increased availability of food grains, 
other essential commodities and industrial raw materials. The Bank reached 
the conclusion of the dropping of inflation rate by measuring the Dacca middle 
class cost of living index. 


There is no doubt that the supply of food grains, particularly rice and wheat, 
are plentiful in the market and their prices have been sufficiently stable for 
quite some time. But this cannot be said of all the foodstuff. Prices of other 
‘food goods’ including meat, fish, pulses, vegetables, and spices and milk have 
been showing a constant fluctuation on the higher side all through. The reasons 
were not only production lag but also involvement of uncontrollable factors. 
Further the stability of rice and wheat prices also have elements of imperma- 
nence about them for their being still dependent on the vagaries of nature. 
Moreover, house rent. one of the element of urban middle class life which eats 
up the major share of their earnings is always on the increase. We do not hold 
that all these nullify the claim of the decline of the rate of inflation, but 
surely much of the desired effect will be missing. Obviously permanent instru- 
ments for gearing up production anu efficient monetary control should be there 
to maintain the declining trend and to further insulate the economy from exter- 
nal causative factors of inflation. 


As a measure of insulation to outside pressure sharp cutting down of imports of 
all varieties of non-essentials and luxury commodities should be considered. 
Monetary steps like enhancing the rate of interest on savings has resulted in 
sizeable shift from demand deposit to time deporit. The ratio of currency in 
circulation to broad money has also declined. This will have to be kept up for 
fighting inflation.

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CORRESPONDENT REVIEWS PROGRESS OF GANGES TALKS 


Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 5 Apr 61 pp 1,16 


[Text] The three-day Ministerial level talke between Bangladesh and India on 
the Ganges water ended in Dacea on Saturday. Both sides left the issue of aug- 
Mentationof the flow of the Ganges water during dry season to be resolved at a 
"high political’ level. 


The next higher political level should be the summit level talke but the agreed 
minute’ adopted in Dacca meeting remained vague on this point. The leaders of 
the two sides also evaded questions on what would be the next ‘high political’ 
level when asked at the joint Presse briefing at the State guest house at the 
end of the three-day meeting. 


The agreed minute reiterated ‘great importance’ on finding an urgent solution 
to the problem of augmentation of the flowe of the Ganges during lean period. 


The first Ministerial-level review of the agreement on sharing of the Ganges 
water at Farakka signed between Bangladesh and India in 1977 noted that the 
sharing arrangements at Farakkah had been ‘fully implemented in conformity with 
the provisions of the agreement. The two sides were, however, unable to come 
to agreed conclusions in regard to the impact of the sharing of the Ganges water 
on the two neighbouring countries in the first three years of the Parakka 
agreement. But both sides noted that an abnormally low flow was registered 

in the Ganges at Farakka in dry season since 1979 monsoon. 


The agreed minute mentioned about the failure of the Joint Rivers Commission 
(JRC) in submitting its recommendations as stipulated in Farakka agreement. 

The two sides, however, held different positions on the circumstances leading to 
the JRC's inability to make such recommendations. 


At the joint Presse briefing the Indian Minister for Agriculture, Rural Recon- 
struction and Irrigation, Mr Rao Birendra Singh, said that the JRC had proved 
to be not competent in giving its recommendations on augmentation of the 
Ganges water during dry season. Its mandate has lapsed, the leader of the 
Indian delegation said. He, however, did not clarify whether the JRC stands 
dissolved. 


After reading out the agreed minute at the joint Press briefing, Mr Rao Birendra 
Singh said. We have concluded our review exercise on the Farakka agreement. 











Keferring to the different positions of the two countries on Lhe review of the 
agreement the leader of the Indian delegation said “we have agreed to disagree.” 


The leader of Bangladesh side Kazi Anwarul Haque, Minister for Power, Water 
Resources and Flood Control, in hie brief statement at the joint Press briefing 
said that the two sides could reach an agreed minute at the end of the three= 
day review @eeting. We then requested his Indian counterpart to read out the 
agreed minute, 


The Indian leader said that the first review meeting was over and there would be 
another review meeting within six months before November 1982 when the Parakka 
agreement would expire. 


Before riding the flag car for rushing to Kurmitola International Airport to 
catch hie Caleutta flight a correspondent asked the Indian Irrigation Minister 
whether, he was happy over the outcome of the Dacca meeting Mr Rao Birendra 
Singh replied "Do I look unhappy.” 


Mr L. K. Siddiqui, State Minister for Power, Water Development and Flood Control 
and hie Indian counterpart Mr Z. R. Ansari, were present at the joint Press 
briefing. 


It may be mentioned here that Bangladesh and India held meetings at Ministerial 
level from November 5 to 7, 1980 in Dacca, from January 7 to 9 thie year in New 
Delhi and from April 2 to 4 in Dacea to undertake the review of the Parakka 
agreement. 
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INVESTMENT IN PRIVATE SECTOR DEEMED ENCOURAGING 
Dacea THE BANGLADESH TIMES in English 30 Mar 81 pp 1,8 
[Article by Khondker Manirul Alan) 


[Text] The Government is receiving “very encouraging” reaponse from entre- 
preneure for investment in the private sector industries. 


During the first six @onthe of the current fiscal (1980-81) investment amount~ 
ing to about Tk. 44 crore including foreign exchange component of over Tk. 142 
crore was sanctioned for 791 unite. The target for the year was set at Tk. 530 
crore. 


The investment sanctioned during the first six monthe is the 686.67 per cent 
of the annual average position and 13.73 per cent of the total provision of 
the Second Five-Year Plan. A total of Tk. 2650 crore has been earmarked for 
investment in the private sector during the SFYP. 


According to a highly placed government official, the investment trend of the 
firet six monthe of the vear indicated that the investment will far exceed the 
annual provision of Tk. 530 crore. The government expect that 1500 unite will 
be set up with the targeted investment where employment opportunity for about 
86,000 people will be created. 


Favourable Response 


The official said that a number of factors were responsible for favourable 
response from the entrepreneurs to invest in the private sector. The factors, 
among others, are that (1) the investment climate has improved, (2) liberalisa- 
tion of foreign exchange allocation for the privete sector, (3) extended facili- 
ties and incentives to the private investors, (4) steps for setting up indus- 
trial estates for a balanced geographical distribution of industries and wide 
dispersal of employment, (5) foreign private investment act of 1980 ensuring 
protection of foreign investment (6) and in proved investment sanctioning 
procedure. Besides wider sanctioning authorities have been delegated to the 
various sanctioning agencies and a high powered “industrial facilities board" 
has been formed with Deputy Prime Minister in-charge of Ministry of Industries 
as ite Chairman to look into the bottlenecks that delay in implementation of 
the projects. 














Private Sector 


The official said that during the first Five-Year Plan (1973-78) private sector 
Wae assigned to relatively amall role, lt was supposed to supplement rather 
than compete with the public sector, However, realising that the private sec- 
tor industries could play an important role in the development process, the 
scope of private investment was widened by enlargement of areas of investment, 
raising the investment ceiling and by offering facilities and incentives, in- 
cluding custome debenture, investment allowance and long-term finance to pro- 
mote private investment. 


These facilities and incentives were further extended by the abolition of in- 
vestment ceiling and redefinition of the less developed areas into development 
area and priority development area for the purpose of allowing the investors 
concessionary rate of import duty on machinery and equipment. Thus the confi- 
dence of the private entrepreneurs was restored and improved investment 
climate was established. 


As a result, he said, investment in 1976-78 was oversubscribed by 39 per cent 
and it exceeded the total investment of 1973-78 by 70 per cent. In fact, he 
said the pace of industrial development was most accelerated in 1976-80. 





Three posts of Deputy Director-General of Industries and three posts of Direc- 
tors of Industries have been sanctioned for Rajehahi, Khulna and Chittagong 
Divisions Deputy Director-Generals have already been posted in the divisional 
offices. 


The delegated sanctioning authorities will sanction those investment proposals 
which involve less than 20 per cent of imported raw and packing materials. 
All other proposals will require approval of the Investment Board. 


The official said that the government was making continuous efforts for further 
simplification of the sanctioning procedure and gearing up of implementation of 
the sanctions for accelerating the pace of industrial development. A study on 
investment approval procedure is being conducted in collaboration with the world 
bank. The report is expected shortly.

IMPORTANCE OF LOANS FOR FOOD PRODUCTION STRESSED 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 2 Apr 81 p 5 
{[Editoerial: “Plan for Food Autarky"] 


[Text] Foodgrain production in the country has been planned to increase from 
the benchmark level of 135 lakh tons to 201 lakh tone by 1984-85, the terminal 
year of the Second Five-Year Plan. This indicates an increase of 53.4 per cent 
over the benchmark level at an annual growth rate of 7.6 per cent. This will 
produce enough foodgrains (rice and wheat) to feed a projected population of 
101 million in 1984-85 at a slightly higher level of consumption and also allow 
a disaster relief contingency of 10 per cent. 


In this context Bangladesh presented a Taka 8600 crore (5.7 billion dollar) 

plan which envisages self-sufficiency in food production by the end of the 
Second Plan at a meeting of the local representatives of donor countries and 
agencies held in Dacca on Tuesday. Out of the 5.7 billion dollar outlay 
foreign exchange requirement for implementing the plan has been projected at 

3 billion dollars. Of the three billion dollar foreign aid requirement, donor 
countries and agencies have already reportedly committed 1.1 billion dollar. 
There will be need for another 2.9 billion dollar for the plan in phases. Domes- 
tic resources to be mobilised for the plan has been shown at 2.7 billion dollars 
in the form of government's development expenditure, credit and farmer's or 
trader's recurrent expenditure on inputs and labour. 


Tt may be mentioned here that the Report of the Independent Commission on 
International Development Issues has stressed that in a broader perspective, 
self-sufficiency in food must be the aim of the world's major regions. Domes- 
tic efforts need world support to attain self-sufficiency in food. There are 
potential inflationary consequences of world food deficits in the international 
food-market. If additional assistance is not forthcoming, there will also be 
far more calle for emergency food supplies, which are in the long view an 
expensive and irrational way of coping with food problems. Food relief pro- 
grammes often cost @ore in one year than would the Five-Year local investment 
programmes which might have made them unnecessary. So investment is better than 
food relief. The biggest single amount of investment required is for irrigation 
and water management. There is also great need for roads and rural electrifica- 
tion, for fertilizer and pesticides and drought power. Much more effort should 
be put into both development and research, where relatively modest sums can have 
a large and well-demonstrated impact on production. 
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Self-sufficiency in food production is therefore the main objective of our 
Second Plan. Introduction of high-yielding varieties of rice and wheat has 
already brought some improvement in the production of foodgrains., However, 
production could not keep pace with increasing population, Annual import 
of foodgrains has varied from 0.8 million tons to around 2.8 million tons 
during the last few years. A more intensive foodgrain production programme 
is being launched relying mostly on higher per acre yield of rice and wheat 
through adoption of modern technology like controlled irrigation, increased 
application of fertilizer, use of high-yielding varieties of seeds, control 
of pests and diseases and adoption of improved cultural practices. What we 
need now ie the desired amount of fund and ite timely disbursement. 


It is heartening that local representatives of donor countries and agencies 
in Tuesday's meeting held under the chairmanship of Dr Iqbal Mahmud, State 
Minister for Agriculture, have shown encouraging response to the food autarky 
plan presented by Bangladesh. Bangladesh has made it clear that the country 
has the capability to implement the plan and achieve the annual food produc- 
tion target. Bangladesh has urged the donor countries to start disbursement 
of aid within six months from the date of commitment. Let us hope that the 
donor countries and aid-giving agencies belonging to Aid-Bangladesh Club 
would generously come forward to help our country attain self-sufficiency in 
food. 
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MISSION OF NEW 1 LAMIC TRAINING CENTER DESCRIBED 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH TIMES in English 30 Mar 61 p 5

[Text] A long cherished proposal from Bangladesh has come so much nearer to 
fulfillment after President Ziaur Rahman laid the foundation stone of the Islamic 
Centre for Technical and Vocational Training and Research on Friday. This 
institute, the plan of which was approved in 1978, is the firet of ite kind 
sponsored as a direct subsidiary of the Organisation of Islamic Conference. 
When it becomes fully operational by August, 1983, the centre will perhaps be 
the only such institute for technical training and research in the Islamic 
world. 


The proposed curriculum of the ICTVTR encompass courses basic to technology 
development. A recurring problem in most of the Muslim countries involve 
getting trained persons to train others. The ICTVTR will attempt to mitigate 
this problem somewhat. At the outset, the centre will start with a programme 
to impart training to abov* 250 teacher-trainees. After completion of their 
training period, these tea hers, will go back home and join respective national 
technical institutes and vith their vastly improved know-how, train students in 
their own countries. In addition to these teacher trainees, two hundred stu- 
dents from all over the Islamic world are to be enrolled annually, at least 
this would be the rate of admissions during the first couple of years. They 
will attend at least ten technology courses and some involving precision sectors 
like automotives, electronics and computer programming. Further, a batch of 
hundred trainees will come to the centre to upgrade their existing skills and 
another hundred will learn from the trade course. These trade courses shall 
cover such important fields like auto-machines, auto-elec.-'cals, foundry and 
moulding, cable jointing and farm mechanics. 


No less significant would be the contemplated research activities of the ICTVTR. 
The fields of research include such priority areas as assessing the need of 
technology and vocational education of OIC member countries, exploring ways of 
developing appropriate technology and increasing technical cooperation and 
facilitating technology transfer amongst Muslim countries. Longer term re- 
search subjects shall deal with alternative sources of energy, developing of 
spare parts, accessories and equipment and greater utilisation of indigenous raw 
materials. 
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The ILCTVTR promises a nucleus to assist the process of filling badly needed 
technology requirements of Ialamic countries. The centre remains 4a symbol 
of brotherly cooperation, To establish it, the Bangladesh government has 
donated the land while sizeable financial contributions came from Saudi 
Arabia and Kuwait. With yet greater cooperation of all the Muslim countries, 
the centre should one day start playing the desired role for which it was 
originally conceived,

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NEW PROCESS DEVISED FOR PUMPING ASSAM CRUDE

[Text) Jorhat, March 0.<<Por the firet time crude from Assam oilfields will be 
conditioned and pumped to different refineries with the help of an “indigenous 
process”, developed recently at the Regional Research Laboratory, Jorhat. This 
will save foreign exchange worth Re 10 crores annually, which was epent to import 
the crude conditioning chemicals, Mr J, N. Barua, director of the regional 
laboratory, said here today. 


The new device known ae the “flow improver (8 WA T)--106", for crude transporta- 
tion had been tested by the O11 and Natural Gas Commission and 011 India and 
found to be as effective as the improved one. 


About 2.5 tone of the additive chemicals had already been supplied by the 
research laboratory, which was produced in ite pilot project to the ONGC and 
Oil India for their trial test. The project engineer, Mr V. 5. Rao, said that 
thie wae the firet time the crude conditioning hemiale would be produced in the 
country and that teo on 4 “commercial scale”. it would not only help stop 
import of the materiale but the country would be in 4 position to export the 
product after meeting the domestic requirements. 


Mr Rao recently visited several foreign countries to etudy the market and their 
crude transportation sethods. The present method devised by the laboratory 
would keep the crude in “liquid fore”, for nearly 4 sonth. 


A Central Government undertaking of Delhi and another firm of Bombay have been 
authorised to manufacture the product on 4 commercial ecale and they would have 
the monopoly right to market it in India and abroad. 
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SIXTH PLAN ENVISAGES INCREASE IN TEA PRODUCTION 
Caleutta THE STATESMAN in English 31 Mar 61 p 9 


[Text|) The Sixth Plan envisages an annual increase of 25 to 35 million ke in 
tea production to meet the growing internal and overseas demand, The tea 
production in the country is estimated to rise to 705 million ke by the end of 
the Sixth Plan from the present 575 mil'ton ke. 


During the Sixth Plan, the internal consumption is expected to go up by about 

57 or about 20 million ke annually, and the annual increase in exports is 
expected to be around 5%. Taking 1979-80 as the base year, when the exports were 
210 million ke. the annual increase in exports is placed at 10 million kg. 


A study of the perspective for the Sixth Plan targets shows that in terms of 
growth rates, production has been rising at an average rate of 26% from 1951 to 
1979, while domestic consumption has been climbing at the rate of 5.6%. It is 
therefore, clear that unless the rate of growth in production is raised from its 
present level, the domestic demand will continue to eat into the export surplus. 


In fact, the Tandon Committee on Tea Marketing has said in ite report that if the 
present trend wae allowed to continue, India might have to eventually import tea. 


The target for extension, replanting and replacement of tea bushes during the 
Sixth Plan has been set keeping in view the growing demand and the availability 
of land. tt will be possible to bring about 4,000 hectares every year under 
new plantation and to undertake replanting on another 4,000 hectares during the 
Plan period. 


It is estimated that the tea industry will provide an additional employment, 
both direct and indirect, to nearly 20,000 workers every year. In the beginning 
of 1978-79, about 789,000 workers were employed in tea gardens. 


The production at the end of the Fifth Plan period in 1978-79 was raised to 571 
million ke against the target of $50 million kg. The internal consumption at the 
end of the period stood at 310 million kg. The domestic consumption by the end 
of the Sixth Plan is expected to be 430 million kg.

BATTLE HISTORY OF 62D CAVALRY REGIMENT TOLD 

Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 31 Mar 81 p 4 
[Article by Tribhuvan Nath] 

[Text) Somewhere in the Western Sector: March WO, 


An Indian army unit, which earned the distinction of knocking out over a score 
of Pakistani Patton tanks, rated invincible at the time of the 1965 war, gets 
the guidon from the President, Mr. Sanjiva Reddy, tomorrow to mark ite silver 
jubilee. 


The unit, the 62nd Cavalry, constitutes the destruction force of the army. It 
is the blood, sweat and toil of the cavalry's men in the barren, unfriendly 
tracts which often bring laurele to the nation's forces. 


ite tank battery is equipped to take aim with deadly accuracy on targets near 
and distant. By any reckoning, it is a formidable force for launching an 
offensive, driving back the enemy or piercing a hole through the enemy's field 
formations. 


As this reporter could see during field exercises, rehearsals and manoeuvres 
under battle-simulated conditions by day or night, the 62nd Cavalry is trained 
to get ready with‘n minutes of an alert and fulfil the assigned task posthaste. 
"It is essentially a task-oriented force,” Lt. Col. Karam Pal Singh, commandant 
of the cavalry, points out. 


The brass hat, the man who tells the jawan through his walkie-talkie to "go 

out, fire and destroy the target” on a specified location, has only to utter the 
words before a battery of tanks go into operation. Within minutes, the crew is 
away in their tanks with guns firing. Sometimes they raise a dense smokescreen 
to escape after a sally into the enemy lines. 


Men of the 62nd Cavairy remember with pride the Janmu-Sialkot sector engagement 
which did them proud in 1965. The Sherman tank was the best the 62nd Cavalry 
had at that time. Knowing full well that the enemy was equipped with superior 
armour, its men did not flinch in playing their role which proved crucial in the 
capture of two enemy strong points--Maharajke and Charwa--to furnish a safe 
operation base for launching an offensive. 














Four days later, the 62nd Cavalry was entrusted with the task of protecting a4 
flank of the armoured division, then making a thrust to Phillera providing a road 
link to the enemy battlements at Sialkot, The enemy had thrown in the Patton 
tank, the last word in impregnability those days, into the attack and believed 
that no power on earth could dislodge it from its positions, 





Defence experts of the world were watching with bated breath the outcome of this 
engagement between the so-called superior stee! of the Pattons and the Indian 
army's Sherman tanks, which spearheaded the advance of its armoured corpse towards 
Sialkot, The regime wae called upon to protect both flanks of the Indian armour. 
It repulsed an enemy counter-attack with armour aimed at nullifying the gaine of 
the Indian offensive, 


Combat Group 


The regiment also captured Fagowal, an important village in the Phillora- 
Sialkot sector. The bridge commander, Brig. Vate (at present Lt.-Gen and G-0-C- 
in=-C, Eastern Command), personally contratulated the commandant on his success 
in this action, Lt.-Col, B. N. Singh was the commanding officer of the 62nd 
Cavairy in 1965. Brig. T. K. Theograj (since retired) earned a Mahavir Chakra 
for action in this sector. 


The 62nd Cavalry was reorganised during the 1971 war to serve as an independent 
combat group. It was not involved in direct fighting this time. It had been 
assigned an operation in enemy territory in the western theatre, but the assign- 
ment had to be cancelled as cease-fire had been announced by that time. Never- 
theless, the occasion demonstrated its level of mobility. 


The regiment was moved at short notice from Dera Baba Nanak to Gaganagar and vice- 
versa to counter an anticipated enemy thrust. By the end of this war, the regi- 
ment had covered 500 km, taking 60 to 150 km. in ite stride each night. 


The tank armour has proved its mettle as an effective means of warfare over desert 
stretches, level plains and uneven terrain. India's densely populated northern 
plains have many times proved an arena of battle. Since 1957, the army has 

been called upon thrice to defend desert or plain terrain in the north. The 
enemy has gone back with a bloody nose each time. 


Tomorrow, the colours of the 62nd Cavalry will be placed on drums at a ceremonial 
parade. The regiment's ensign (those that hold the colour aloft) will escort the 
President to the drums. He will pick up the old colours and give them to the , 

regiment. 


The presentation of guidon marks one of those rare occasions that each army unit 
covers. Since 1974, Col. Karam Pal Singh said: “Ours is probably the sixth or 
seventh armoured regiment to be presented colours.” 


The bulk of the officers and other ranks of the 62nd Cavalry are drawn from the 
Sikh, Jat and Dogri communities of north India. They have played a distinguished 
role in the defence of the country. The unit's motto “fortitude and valour” aptly 
sum up the fighting spirit of its jawans.

Beloved (Cong Thu Thach), 


I mise you and am concerned about you very much as | have had no news from 
you. Since you left the family, I have had no news from you at all, My 
dear son, because of apprehension and exhaustion from work, | have become 
seriously ill and am now crippled which prevents me from doing any work. 
Our family is now most deprived and can hardly obtain clothes as we have no 
one to support us. All your younger brothers and sisters have left school 
as | have no money to pay for their books, Everything is expensive. A 
kilogram of rice costs up to 9 dong. Each month we are allowed to buy less 
than 10 kg, but even if we have the goney we are not able to buy anything. 
Foodetuffe and medicine are scarce. Robbery and theft are rife. We rarely 
move out of the house. For thie reason i have been compelled to stop 

your brothers and sisters’ schooling to let them earn some money for the 
family's subsistance. 


My dear son, our family lives in misery and is short of everything. I am 
very worried as I am becoming older and have a chronic illness. There is no 
adult to serve as 4 pillar in the family. Your brothers and sisters are still 
too young to work by themselves, and they will starve to death in my absence.

Gen Fazle Haq, who visited the Kerala tentage village of the Afghan refugees, 
which shot into prominence for Afghan soldiers’ genocide of 1,200 of its 
young inmates in a trap, and the Ghakhat post on the Durand Line, which 

was attacked by the Afghan helicopter gunships sometime back, resulting in 
some casualties declared that the people of Pakistan had identified the 
enemies of Islam and Pakistan. "The nation is also aware as to which poli- 
tical party hatched and implemented the plan of hijacking of the PIA Boeing 
to Kabul," he said, adding that no Muslim worth the name could resort to such 
dirty plans against their own countrymen. 


Discussing the development initiated by the government in the Bajaur Agency, 
the Governor noted with satisfaction that it had made reasonably good progress 
during the last three years. He, however, assured the tribal Maliks and 
Elders that steps would be taken to further accelerate the pace of develop- 
ment in the Agency. 


Special attention he said was being given to the improvement of roads, ex- 
pansion of education and health facilities setting up of industrial units 
and provision of drinking water. 


The Governor announced the approval of a vocational training institute in the 
Bajaur Agency. The project, costing about Rs 6 million would be taken in heud 
during the next financial year to provide greater employement opportunities

He stated that 15 tubewells had already been commissioned, while 15 more would 
start operation by the end of the current financial year, Fifty more tube- 
wells would be installed during the next financial year, he said, 


The Governor also stated that a grid station, to improve the supply of 
electricity, would also be commissioned by the end of June next, The 
agency hospital would be upgraded to the agency headquarters hospital with 
% beds and expanded medical facilities. The Post Office would also be 
shifted to the Khar Bazar soon, he said, 


Earlier, the Khan of Khar, Mr Ab. Subhan Khan, in his welcome address pre- 
sented on behalf of the Bajaur /ew cy Elders and Maliks, assured the Govern- 
ment of Pakistan of unstinted s © rt in countering any attack on the 
country's ideological or geogra cal borders. 


He declared that the tribesmen of the Bajaur Agency would shed the last drop 
of their blood in the defence of their motherland, 


He also mentioned some demands pertaining to the expanded health, education 
and communication facilities. 


Visits College 


Lt.-Gen, Fazle Haq yesterday visited the Government College and Civil Hospital 
in the Bajaur Agency Headquarters, Khar, and announced a number of steps for 
their improvement. At the Government College, the Governor announced a grant 
of Rs 50,000 for its library. He also promised to provide a van to ply 
between Khar and the Government College premises to solve the transport 
difficulties of the students. He revealed that a hostel for 100 boys would 
also be built at a cost of Rs 15 lakh. The project would be included in the 
next year's annual development programme and would be completed in three years. 


At Hospital 


At the hospital, the Governor went round its various sections and talked to 
the patients. He announced that a dental surgeon, a lady doctor and an ambu- 
lance vehicle would be provided to the hospital soon. 


Gen Gazie Haq also drove to the Ghakhat Post on the Durand Line about 24 kilo- 


meters from Khar to a hearty welcome from the people of villages en route 
including Narkhaloz, Inayat Qila, Kitkote, Laghry and Tarkho.--APP
